GENEVA, June. 22 fNYT). — 
Japan sharply rebuked China 
and Prance today for seeking to 
improve their nuclear arsenals by 
exploding atomic bombs In the 
atmosphere while refusing to 
participate in the efforts at the 
disarmament conference here to 
curb the anna race. 

But Masahlro Nisibari, Jap- 
anese delegate to the 25-natlon 
conference, also criticized the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union for their failure to mair* 
any progress toward extending to 
underground tests the 1963 treaty 
banning all other nuclear explo- 
sions. 

Mr. Nisfbori said he regretted 
that the two superpowers “have 
not made any substantial con- 
tribution" to the efforts to make 
the ban cover all nuclear testing. 

“They do not give any evi- 
dence,” the Japanese delegate 
remonstrated “of any intention 
whatsoever of twfrfrfg any such 
initiative In the near future.” 

By refusing to adhere to the

Pound Falls 
Despite Bid 
To Bolster It 

U.K. Discount Rate 
Raised to 6 Percent 

LONDON, June 22 (AP).— The 
pound sterling was up nnri down, 
but mostly down, on European 
exchanges today as it «*■*»» under 
renewed but erratic pressure, 
despite efforts to bolster it. 

The efforts came from both the 
Bank of England, which raised 
its primary lending rate, and from 
European central banks, which 
undertook support buying. 

In London, toe pound sagged 
ms low as 25625 to a dollar to 
morning dealings, compared with 
yesterday’s dosing price of 25775. 

About noon, the Bank of 
En gland announced the change 
in the lending, or discount, rate 
to 6 percent from 5 percent, and 
the pound went up to 25755. 

The higher rate was expected 
to make sterling more attractive 
for foreign investors. But tbe 
rally was short-lived and the 
pound dropped to 257125 to a 
dollar in the afternoon.

British Airline’s Bankruptcy 
Strands U.S. Charter Groups 


"WASHINGTON, June 22 CAP). 
—The bankruptcy at a British 
airline last Friday apparently 
has stranded a number of VS. 
tourists in Europe, but the au- 
thorities here are unable to "de- 
termine how many. Estimates 
from travel agents and the air- 
hne industry range from a few 
hundred to as many as 3,000. 

Many of the victims do not yet 
reali ze their plight, since the 
groups that they flew over with 
are not yet due to return. 
Primarily involved are groups 
that paid Lloyd International 
Airways, Ltd., for European 
round-trip charter flights. 

Lloyd was one of five British 
supplemental airlines named by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board this 
spring as those believed to have 
violated regulations by carrying 
passengers not qualified for 
charter transportation. The 
board ordered all five to obtain 
its approval lor further charter 
flights into or out of the United 
States. 

The financial collapse of Lloyd 
became known Friday when a 
major Uj5. supplemental airline. 
Overseas National, which has 
provided stranded customers of 
other airlines with free passage 
home to maintain a good reputa- 
tion for charter airliners, asked 
the CAB for special permission 
to accommodate Lloyd passen- 
gers In London. 

The board granted permission 
since Overseas National had in 
Europe a DC-8 that had carried 


a charter group abroad and was 
to have been flown back empty. 

Overseas National offered to 
fly 250 Lloyd customers to New 
York free, but only a few could 
be reached. The plane returned 
to New York with just 12 pas- 
sengers. 

The State Department said a 
Seattle travel agent identified as 
Joel ELsenberg of Club Interna- 
tional had Informed it that five 
of his charter parties were in 
Europe without a way to return. 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 
said it understood that a Los An-' 
geles travel agent, Bobby Logan, 
had reported a similar plight. 

A report from Salt Lake City 
said seven groups from Utah 
were also believed to be without 
means of returning.

(Continued from Pa;e I) 
armed forces of the British 
crown.” 

It added: "The leadership of 
the republican movement believes 
that a bilateral suspension of 
operations would lead to meaning- 
ful talks between the major 
parties to the conflict. 

"The movement has formulated 
a peace plan designed to secure 
a just and lasting solution and 
holds itself In readiness to present 
it at the appropriate time.” 

At least one element of surprise 
in today's announcement was that 
there was no time limit to the 
IRA offer. There were indica- 
tions earlier that the IRA leader- 
ship was dismissing only a two or 
three-week truce. 

Another element of both 
interest and surprise was the 
IRA demand to take part In any 
roundtable discussio ns over the 
future of Northern Ireland. Mr. 
Whitelaw previously had rejected 
offers to meet the "Proves, ” face 
to face, because they were, in his 
recent words, "terrorists who are 
causing suffering to Innocent 
citizens in Northern Ireland and 
who are shooting British troops." 

The minimum, demands of the 
Provisionals has been the aboli- 
tion of the Stormont parliament 
— at present Stormont is merely 
suspended for a year because of 
British direct rule— the with- 
drawal of troops from the streets 
before their departure from North- 
ern Ireland, an end to intern- 
ment and the release, and am- 
nesty for all convicted as well as 
unconvicted political prisoners. 

Unity Is Objective 
The overriding aim of the 
Provisionals is an end to the 
border between North and South 
and Irish unity. 

The truce announcements cams 
three weeks after the IRA's 
Official wing— the Marxist- orient- 
ed faction at odds with the 
Proves— called a cease-fire be- 
cause of "the growing danger of 
sectarian conflict.’' It was, how- 
ever, the militant Provisionals 
bent on terrorism and the de- 
struction o' Ulster's economy, 
who had carried out the bulk of 
bombings and shootings in the 
last year. 

And tonight, despite their an- 
nouncement. the Provisionals re- 
mained cm the offensive. A Brit- 
ish soldier was shot in Belfast 
while on patrol. His condition is 
not serious. It was the fourth 
sniper attack on soldiers in Bel- 
fast today. 

In recent weeks, Roman Cath- 
olic housewives and priests have 
pressed the "Proves*’ to end the 
terror campaign and enable Sir. 
Whitelaw to bring some calm to 
the sectarian conflict that has left 
374 civilians and soldiers dead 
since August, 1969. Mr. Whitelaw. 
53, was named secretary of state 
for Northern Ireland when Brit- 
ain took over the province on 
March 24. 

Pressure on the "Proves” was 
stepped up after Mr. Whitelawfc 
meetings with Mr. Hume and Mr. 
Devlin. Following one of the 
meetings earlier In the week, Mr. 
Whitelaw granted a key minority 
demand: He changed the status 
of about 120 jailed men, both 
Catholic and Protestant, to polit- 
ical prisoners after they had been 
convicted of a variety of crimes. 

Separate Prison 

The men, who claimed that 
politics motivated their acts, are 
to be placed in a separate prison 
and allowed to wear civilian 
clothes. More important, in the 
event of an amnesty for political 
prisoners, they will be released. 

Following Mr. Whltelaw’s move, 
which was applauded in Catholic 
neighborhoods, pressure on the 
“Fro vos” grew even more intense. 

Reaction among militan t Pro- 
testants to today's announcement 
was chilly, especially this eve- 
ning when the IRA said that the 
"no-go" areas in Londonderry 
would remain intact. John Mc- 
Quade, a Stormont MP represent- 
ing the Protestant Shan kill Road, 
said: 

“It’s too ridiculous for words. 

If Mr. [Edward] Heath, Mr. 
Whitelaw and the government 
had the courage they should 
have, they would Just arrest all 
the IRA and their sympathizers. 

“What kind of a peace pact is 
this? Will they Just put their 
guns under the floorboards for a 
whfle," Mr. McQuade asked. 

And william Craig, the leader 
of Ulster Vanguard, a militant 
Protestant group, said comply: 

T wouldn't attach any great im- 
portance to it." 

Whitelaw Cautions 
Mr. Wh<telaw himself spoke 
cautiously about the truce this 
afternoon wben he addressed the 
House of Commons In London. 
"Many grave dangers lie ahead,” 
he said. "Once there Is a cease- 
fire. let me proceed as I believe 
It to be best. 

"I wish to see the cease-fire 
first. I have my own views on 
how I shall proceed thereafter." 

Nevertheless, Mr. Whitelaw 
rounded fairly optimistic In his 
replies to questions. "I believe this 
Is a starting point to the end of 
violence,” he declared.

Israel Returns Policeman Kilted in Raid

22 (API. — Israel today returned 
the body of a Lebanese police- 
man killed in an Israeli assault 
on guerrilla bases In southern 
Lebanon.

DAMASCUS, June 22 (UFI). —

. He listed a series o? wide- 
spread air attacks on dikes and 
dams along the country's river 
system during the past two 
months and said UJS. naval forces 
had been pounding sea dikes. 

Mr. Sung pointed out that 15 
million people live in the areas 
of the country’s river basins. He 
said UJS. planes have cropped 
huge bombs near dikes in some 
areas which will affect the 
structure of the land and under- 
mine foundations of dikes when 
they come under the pressure of 
high-water levels. 

The danger period for the high- 
water crests is from June to 
October, and particularly during 
July and August, he said. 

Pointing to the river basins os 
a map in his mission head- 
quarters, Mr. Sung said. “The 
possible rupture of dikes in North 
Vietnam at the time of the 
swelling waters would threaten 
milli ons of inhabitants and put 
hundreds of millions of hectares 
of cultivated land in peril of 
inundation." 

He said XJS. Air Force planes 
attacked with anti-personnel 
bombs the people working to re- 
pair damage done to dikes, "no- 
tably at Thanh Hoa and Nam 
Ha, killing and wounding a large 
number of civilians." 

He said a large dam had been 
attacked at lhac Ba.

WASHINGTON. June 22 (AP). 
—The Supreme Court today 
barred the splintering of school 
districts into smaller ones atom . 
the result perpetuates racial seg- 
regation. - 

Tbe 5-to-4 ruling in a case 
from rural Virginia aims federal 
judges with broad supervisory 
powers over the drawing of school 
district boundaries: 

Although Justice Potter Stew- 
ards majority opinion did not 
deal directly with cases other 
than the two before tbe court, he 
hinted that strong actions by 
Judges .to break down school seg- 
regation. elsewhere could, be 
upheld. 

Particularly, Justice Stewart 
emphasized that the test of 
whether school boundaries are 
legally drawn was "the effect” 
on the . dismantling of racially 
separate school systems: 
in a rare departure from vir- 
tual unanimity to school cases, 
the' court split to barring the 
separation of Emporia, Va^ front 
the Greensville County system. 

Tbe four Nixon administration 
appointees dissented to a bloc. 
Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
speaking for them, charged the 
majority with going "too far" He 
1 the elimination of dispari- 
ties to racial ratios "is not the 
mission of tbe desegregation.” 

Unanimous Ruling 

Yet, to the second case, the 
court unanimously disallowed the 
split of Scotland Neck from the 
Halifax County, N.C., school 
system. - 

Emporia changed from a town 
to an independent city to 1967. 
In 1969, two weeks after a federal 
court ordered a sweeping de- 
segregation plan for the entire 
county, including Emporia, city 
officials announced they would 
operate a separate school sys- 
tem. 

If all children in the county 
had attended schools in one 
desegregated district, the racial 
distribution would have been 34 
percent white and 66 percent 
Negro. If Emporia had its own 
system. Justice Stewart said, and 
total enrollment remained the 
same, the .city’s schools would 
have been 48 percent white. 

The circuit court said the 
carving out of a separate district 
is illegal only if race was the 
“primary purpose.” But Justice 
Stewart said this case “finds no 
precedent in our decisions.” 

"An Inquiry into the 'dominant' 
motivation of school authorities 
is as irrelevant as it is fruitless,” 
he

court:

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On Trade, a Surplus of Bombast 


Although Mr. Coxmally has left the Treas- 
ury. some of his more unfortunate rhetoric 
continues to echo through American foreign 
policy. While Henry Kearns is hardly a 
primary figure In the administration, he Is. 
alter all, president of the Export-Import 
Bank and it can only generate hostility and 
suspicion "when he threatens Europeans over 
trade policy. 

In a recent speech in Rome, Mr. Kearns 
assured an audience of businessmen that 
“unless the United States achieves a sizable 
surplus of exports over Imports, our ability 
to Tn«*rH-.aiw our heavy world commitments 
‘Will be weakened." If we cannot get a sur- 
plus by raising Imports, he further suggest- 
ed, we can get It by restricting imports and 
embarking on a trade war. This language 
Is a throwback to Mr. Connally's campaign 
of last autumn, when he was pretending 
that the American balance of payments is 
made up only of trade and aid. In fact, 
foreign aid, military costs and the current 
trade deficit are only a part of the balance 
of payments. There are also the enormous 
movements of capital and profits back and 
forth across our borders. The Europeans 
know the figures, and they know that Mr. 
Kearns knows the figures. They take the 
view that they did their bit for the American 
balance last December, when they agreed 
to the devaluation of the dollar. To return 
.to the Connally theme now can only amplify 


European doubts about American Intentions 
regarding the Atlantic alliance. 

To finance American commitments abroad, 
the need for a trade surplus is In fact.highly 
questionable. American Investments abroad 
are now returning profits at an annual rate 
of nearly $8 billion a year. If we can achieve 
a trade balance of zero, with exports equal 
to Imports, it Is quite reasonable to hope 
that this flow of profits can balance military 
costs and the outward movement of public 
and private capital 

The essential reason for the sensitivity of 
exports and the trade balance is not foreign 
commitments. It is employment at home. 
The level of unemployment is a matter of 
the first importance in the politics of every 
Industrialized country. More exports mean 
more jobs, and that is why all of the rich 
countries are now competing to achieve and 
maintain trade surpluses. Onr trading part- 
ners tend to see our pressure for a trade 
surplus as an attempt to export our unem- 
ployment, and that Is why threats like Mr. 
Kearns's have an Inflammatory effect In 
capitals where we need cooperation. 

The proper course for the United States Is 
to proceed toward the world negotiations on 
trade and monetary reform that we promised 
last December. Unfortunately, as the Kearns 
speech suggests, we are not making much 
progress toward serious and realistic dis- 
cussions.

Mr. McGovern’s Dilemma 


Any lingering doubts over the probability - 
of Sen. McGovern’s success In capturing the 
Democratic presidential nomination have 
been all but dissipated by the size and 
strength of his victory in the New York 
primary. Winning 225 of the state’s 243 
elected delegates, the South Dakota senator 
now appears to be within easy striking dis- 
tance of a first-ballot nomination. 

Now more than ever, Mr. McGovern needs 
to clarify his position. He has come this 
far by addressing himself to the country’s 
desire for basic change — In foreign policy, 
tax structure, welfare system and ways of 
Improving the economy. Yet his primary 
victories, Impressive as they are, hardly 
Indicate a sweeping popular endorsement of 
the way he Intends to carry out his program. 
In spite of his prolonged campaign, the 
details of that program are still vague and 
have already been subject to casual modifi- 
cation. 

In making further modifications. Mr. Mc- 
Govern could soften his program to the 
point of innocuousness or he could produce 
a specific and believable blueprint for reform. 
In the former case he would recapture an 


undetermined number of voters on tire right- 
wing of his party who, moved to panic by 
some of his unorthodox talk, might bolt to 
President Nixon. But in salvaging these, he 
could run the danger of losing many of the 
five million or so new young voters toward 
whom he has largely been pitching his cam- 
paign and on whom he is counting to wipe 
out the narrow lead that Mr. Nixon enjoyed 
over his Democratic opponent lour years ago. 
The same problem presents itself In Sen. 
McGovern’s eventual choice of a running 
mate. Ideological balance suggests a con- 
servative; Ideological compatibility suggests 
a liberal. 

In trying to respond to these opposite pulls 
—to some extent a problem for all major 
party presidential candidates— Mr. McGovern 
will have to move with more than mere 
caution. He will have to move with plausibil- 
ity. It is true that compromise is the 
essence of democratic politics ; but let 
compromise once take on the flavor of 
expediency, the candidate — especially as 
idealistic a candidate as George McGovern — 
would suffer a loss of credibility that could 
quickly translate Itself into loss of support.

Perverting UNRWA 


When a Times reporter tried to visit 
United Natlons-financed camps for Palestin- 
ian refugees in Lebanon recently as a means 
of making contact with ordinary Palestin- 
ians. permission was denied by commando 
organizations which exercise de facto control 
over these camps. Later, when the corre- 
spondent did manage to visit a camp under 
UN auspices, his movements were strictly 
confined to the school, clinic, soup kitchen 
and welfare center. The camp leader, whose 
office was decorated with commando posters, 
refused access to the rest of the camp, 
although all of it was built with and depends 
upon UN funding. 

The extraordinary situation has persisted 
since at least the late fall of 1969 when 
commando groups openly took over the 
camps during fighting with the Lebanese 
government. The UN Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine Refugees has repeatedly 
appealed to the Lebanese government to 
exercise its responsibility for law and order 
In the camps, but to no avail. In its last 
report, the UN group noted “the risks to 
which the withdrawal of government author- 
ity from camp areas has exposed the agency 
and its staff. . . 

Although the guerrillas may have lowered 
their military profile in the camps some- 


what, it Is evident that control Is still firmly 
in the hands of extremists who may or may 
not represent the true sentiments of the 
people they axe allowed to dominate. United 
Nations facilities have been preempted by 
groups whose aim is to subvert UN and all 
other efforts to promote peace between the 
Arabs and Israelis. Their activities include 
at least some military training for com- 
mandos as well as vitriolic propaganda, 
which totally rejects reasonable compromises 
that have been at the heart of International 
peace proposals put forward over more than 
two decades. 

It is intolerable that this humanitarian 
endeavor, for which the Secretary-General 
only recently issued a new funding appeal, 
should be so cynically abused. The Pales- 
tinians have every right to organize and 
peacefully agitate for their legitimate rights! 
But contributors to UNRWA, of whom the 
United States has been by far the most 
generous, have an equal right to insist that 
this compassionate UN program not be per- 
verted by those who oppose the fundamental 
principles and purposes of the world organ- 
ization— and that UNRWA funds be with- 
held from camps that remain under extrem- 
ist control.

The concentration of technical 
and rflTnwPTy jfl] ability demon- 
strated by these linns is of high 
category in estimating the North 
Atlantic community's overall 
vigor. 

Even more striking is the per- 
sonal role assumed by Dutchmen 
in international affairs. Joseph 
Lons is secretary- general of 
NATO, fflcco Mansholt is presi- 
dent of the Commission of the 
Common Market. A. H. Boerma 
is director-general of the UN's 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion. 

Emile van. Lennep is secretary- 
general of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and De- 
velopment. And Prince Bernhard, 
the versatile husband of Queen 
Julia na o f the Netherlands and 
inspector-general of his country's 
armed forces, is also energetic 
president of the World Wildlife 
Fund and chairman of the Bflder- 
berg Group that brings together 
American and European leaders.

Franklin Delano Roosevelt tonght 
us how to bend the commerce 
danse in such a way as to inter- 
pret the operation of elevators 
as Interstate commerce. 

The argument will be fought 
on the merits, or should be. And 
the pity of it is that the no- 
fault principle, which is very al- 
luring, might prompt the Con- 
gress to stampede the federal 
measure through, for no better 
reason that something that 
is attractive today Is better en- 
acted today by the federal gov- 
ernment than tomorrow or the 
day after t o m orrow by the states. 

Experiment 

The whole no-fault business 
cries out for experimentation, 
and the best way to experiment 
is precisely to permit individual 
states to accumulate experience 
to the field.

The reform program, which he 
made available to some western 
ncwsjnen today, consists of too 
signed documents, a ‘’memoran- 
dum'' dated March 5. 1971. and 
an “afterword dated June, 1972.” 
Mr. Sakharov sent the memo- 
randum last year to Soviet Com- 
munist party chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev. But. he wrote in the 
“afterword," “it lias gone un- 
answered. I do not consider it 
my right to further postpone its 
publication." 

- The scientist, who is co-found- 
er of the unofficial Soviet Com- 
mittee on Human Rights, con- 
tended that “tlie single true 
guarantee of human values to 
the chaos of uncontrollable 
change and tragic shocks is the 
freedom of convictions of man." 

Foreign Policy Aims 

- Soviet society. Mr. Sakharov 
wrote, “does. not require a foreign 

- policy whose purpose is external 
political stabilization or the 
widening of zones of Influence or 
export of Its ideas." 

“The government," he said, 
"has . as Its chief goal the protec- 
tion and insurance of the basic 
rights of its citizens. The defense 
of hu ma n rights is more impor- 
tant than other goals.” 

Mr. Sakharov's lengthy pro- 
gram detailed specific proposals 
-lor the democratization, of the 
country including a general am- 
nesty for all political prisoners, 
open trials, a new press and 
Information law and an end to 
. the. jamming of foreign radio 
broadcasts. 

Tlie 51 -year-old physicist pro- 
posed that single- slate elections 
be abolished, that provisions be 
made for the popular selection 
of goverznent and party leaders 
and the “genuine possibility of 
recall of officials at all levels to 
' cases of unsuitability." 

Swiss Policeman 
Slays Yugoslav 
Soccer Player 

SION, Switzerland. June 22 
CAP). — A Yugoslav soccer player, 
Vladimir . Durfcovic, shot by : an 
off-duty Swiss policeman here 
early yesterday, died in a local 
hospital today. 

Tte policeman, who an official 
announcement said pulled his 
gun in the “heat of a discussion” 
with the 34-year-old former 
member of the Yugoslav national 
team, was under arrest as a 
probe into the incident . con- 
tinued. He was not identified. 

The policeman was quoted as 
saying to Interrogators, “I was 
drunk, I killed someone sense- 
lessly.” He was off-duty and In 
civilian clothes when he met Mr. 
Durkovic outside a nightclub early 
yesterday. " 

Mr. Durkovic is survived by his 
wife and two children. They had 
been living here for the past 
year when the Yugoslav was a 
fullback of F.C. Sion, a Swiss 
first-division team. He played 60 
times on the Yugoslav national 
team.

1/.S. Army Cites 
Discrimination in 
W. German Cafes 

HEIDELBERG, West Germany, 
June 22 (Reuters) .—Of 4.100 res- 
taurants surveyed on discrimi- 
nation against U.S. soldiers to 
West Germany, 50 discriminated 
against black soldiers, 75 discrim- 
inated against all UB. soldiers and 
123 practiced discrimination “to 
some way,” the headquarters of 
the UB. Army in Europe report- 
ed here today. 

An Army statement said 23 of 
the establishments had been 
placed off limits to all U.S. 
soldiers and the owners of the 
others had been asked to change 
their practices. 

The statement said officials of 
the West German Hotel and Res- 
taurant Owners' Association had 
promised at a recent meeting to 
publicize discrimination cases to 
an effort to stamp them out. 

Tlie association ha* expressed 
readiness to act as a “central 
clearing agency" for complaints 
regarding the issue, the Army- 
statement said. 

Japan Ships Still Struck

In Ills Inaugural address. Dr. 
C. A- (Carl) Hoffman also at- 
tacked the still small but grow- 
ing practice of doctors forming 
labor unions. He said that the 
physicians’ union is one example 
. of the “profound disquiet" that 
most American doctors feel. 

In his remarks, Dr. Hoffman 
showed that he would continue 
the same conservative policies 
that have marked AMA leadership 
in the past. 

He spoke against interference 
by government and insurance 
companies on the practice of 
medicine: cradle-to- grave na- 

tional health insurance programs 
and Price Board ruling that 
limit doctors* fee Increases to 
2A percent a year compared to 
5A percent far the rest of the 
nation's businesses. 

“The state of mind of most 
physicians today is one of 
profound disquiet.” said Dr. Hoff- 
man. a 66 -year-old urologist from 
Huntington. W. Ya.. who has 
practiced medicine for 35 years. 

Threats Seen 

“This grows out of the threat 
we feel each day to our profes- 
sion. Almost daily, there are 
new infringements on the way 
we practice— intrusions by gov- 
ernment and other third parties. 
Almost daily there are attacks 
on our methods of practice, on 
our methods of payment, even on 
our motives and our life styles.” 

He said that he was leaving 
to two weeks to study nationaliz- 
ed medical programs in Sweden, 
Russia and Great Britain “to see 
what they have to offer that we 
can use.” The Russian emergency 
care system, he said, might.be 
worth copying to America. 

However, he denounced the 
concept of health maintenance 
organizations (HMOs)— the net- 
work of prepaid group practice 
plans that the Nixon administra- 
tion wants to spread across the 
nation— as- something that most 
doctors and most Americans wont 
stand for. . 

'The majority of the American 
people," he said, “have preferred 
the fee-for-service principle for 
financing medical care. What I 
do object to, what the doctor 
objects to and what the American 
people ought to object to is hav- 
ing it fHMOsl imposed on the 
nation a s the pre-eminent medl-

cal rare system with little or no 
alternative.” 

Besides being a keystone of the 
Nixon administration health 
program, pre-pald group practice 
is an important part of the 
cradle- to- Brave national health 
insurance plan supported by Sen. 
Edward ML Kennedy, D„ Mass., 
and organized labor. Three major 
HMO bills currently are being 
considered by Congress. 

Mr. Nixon launched the HMOs 
concept to his 1971 State of the 
Union message with glowing 
descriptions of how It could 
provide better medical care at 
lower costs. The program calls 
for a network of 1.700 HMOs 
spread around the country caring 
for -40 million Americans by 
1976. By 1980, there should be 
enough HMOs in operation to 
care for 90 percent of the popula- 
tion.

Emissions Gadget, 
Spur Horsepower— and Pollution 

DETROIT, June 22 (AP-DJl.— Although government agen- 
cies continue to push ahead with car emission control devices, 
increasing numbers of UR. motorists are having the gadgets 
removed to get more power from their late-model autos 

One autoist, who for less than $20 had his 1971 Chevrolet 
engine “fixed,” says the car runs "noticeably better” and figures 
he now gets 16 miles to the gallon, up from 14 before. 

The tiwThmIr changed two springs in the car's distributor, 
retimed the engine and disconnected a solenoid, a switch-like 
device, in the emission system. The whole job look less than 
45 minutes. Now the engine has more horsepower but is probably 
dirtier. 

Nobody knows how many car owners have had rimUm opera- 
tions.

“Hie whip had a small coil 
within the handle, 11 * the report 
said. -

COLORADO SPRINGS. June 
22 (WP).— They wear nondescript 
uniforms and they huff and puff 
to the 7.200-foot altitude like 
overweight Joggers ruhning a 
quarter mile. Their coach calls 
them mere babies who have only 
a few weeks to become men. 

Each day since June 12 these 
59 players have been performing 
for head coach w*nir iba and 
the Olympic Basketball Commit- 
tee. Twelve will be asked Sunday 
to continue America's domina- 
tion of Olympic basketball, a task 
some observers predict will be 
too much for even these athletes. 

Iba Is frankly worried that 
this nation's Olympic .unbeaten 
string, now at 75 games, wtil not 
last at Munich this falL He 
protests that this is not the cry 
of wolf which seems to be heard 
every time America sends a 
basketball team overseas lately. 
Pro basketball raids on under- 
graduates have weakened the 
player pool and despite the 
talent on hand and intensive 
tra in i ng , other’ countries may 
Just be too strong this year. 

"Everyone thought we were In 
trouble to 1968,” Iba said at 
practice yesterday. "I didn’t be- 
cause we bad Spencer Hoywood 
and we had lots of experienced 
international players from the 
armed forces and AAU teams." 

So far, no Haywood has 
emerged and the nan-college 
players have been mostly unim- 
pressive. College athletes will 
make up the bulk of the final 
squad and Iba Is not sure if 
their ability can overcome lack 
of experience. 

“Anybody who thinks you can 
take a pickup team over there 
and win is kidding themselves," 
said Iba. “Well be playing against 
some players who were to the 
1064 Olympics. We've sent 
coaches over there. We’ve sent 
players, we've done all we can to 
help them. Those other countries 
are hungry and we better realize 
our task won't be easy." 

So the 68-year-old Iba has been 
running a difficult training camp 
characterizing his no-nonsense 
philosophy. 

The players have not been al- 
lowed to leave the beautiful Air 
Force Academy campus. Curfew 
(lights out) Is 11:30 pm. It is an 
all-work atmosphere which caus- 
ed six hopefuls to leave the first 
week. 


"It's a tough, demanding all- 
basketball approach," said Mary- 
land's Tom McMUlen, a 6-foot-ll- 
inch center. “Most of the players 
have accepted it. That's what 
we’re here for, to play basket- 
ball.” 

Iba does not Intend to repeat 
last year’s Pan American basket- 
ball camp where, as one coach 
s aid , “some players came in with 
Tm a star, don’t touch me at- 
titude.’ There were discipline 
problems and a lot of friction." 
The Pan Am squad lost, the first 
time the United States has failed 
to win the gold medal at those 
games. 

"Attitude is important, very 
important," said Iba, who gave 
personality tests to all players 
before workouts began last week. 
“IT take a player who has the 
right attitude and incentive over 
a more talented athlete.” 

Yet to emerge to Iba's satisfac- 
tion at camp here are “three 
keys to irihntog In International 


ball: An outside shooting guard, 
a strong center and a hard-driv- 
ing forward.” 

Illinois State guard Doug Col- 
lins scored a game-high 30 points 
during tJhte week of intrasquad 
practice, fiwen Nater, backup cen- 
ter to BIB Walton at UCLA. IS 
leading all scorers. McMiiim and 
American Hermit Washington 
have Impressed. 

Of course, the center situation 
would have been improved if 
Walton had decided to attend. 
Or if Jim Chones had not be- 
come pro. And forwards Julius 
Erring and George McGinnis, 
both of whom turned pro before 
reaching their senior years, would 
have helped.

In Semi-Retirement 

By Dan Sullivan 

d^ENESEE DEPOT, wis.— “They have youth and great gifts and 
vF jupistakable attitude of ascent, and those who saw them 
last night bowing hand in hand for the first time may well have 
been witnessing a moment in theatrical history. It is among the 
possibilities that we are seeing the first chapter in a partnership 
destined to be as distinguished as that of Henry Irving and Kli en 
Terry." 

So ran Alexander "Woolcott's opening-night review of Alfred 
Lunt and Lynn Pontanne in "The Guardsman” in 1924, and it worked 
out just as Woolcott predicted. The L unts went on to do 27 plays 
together (ending triumphantly with “The Visit” in 1958) and to 
achieve the sort of admiration reserved by the Cole Porter era for 
Garbo's salary, the National Gallery and cellophane. 

The Lunts were thp Top and everybody on both sides of the 
Atlantic knew it. (Sir Ralph Richardson: "We have some very good 
performers, but America has the Lunts.”! Now they five quietly on 
their 120-acre farm here, not officially retired but at their age 
(pushing 80) glad, they say, not to have to think about making a 
curtain tonight. Occasionally, though, they moke a public appearance. 

They folk together as you’re told they played together (or was 
their playing style merely a heightening of their cwumaatinnal 
style?). Anyway, the dialogue has bounce and overlap: 

Question: How do you find today's theater? 

Fontarme: Dull. 

Lunt: Dull. What do you mean? 

She: I go in cold and I come out colder. X haven't been thrilled 
in the theater since, what? 

He: Well, you liked “Becket” 

She: Yes, and “Man for All Seasons.” 

He: And the first two acts of, what was it? 

She: "Tiny Alice.” But the third act did not exist. The author 
hadn't finished Ins play. We were left high and dry I 

He: Well, Lynnie . . . 

She: No. wait a minute! 

He: ... We liked Helen (Hayes) in “The Show Off” . . . 

She: I haven't quite finished with this! I came out of that 
theater so annoyed and cross that I really might have hit 
Mr. (Edward) Albee. I knew that he had' sold. John (Gielgud) on 
the play on the basis of two acts, and then he let him down!' 

He: Now “Marat, 'Sade” was my cup of tea. 

She: I found it deadly. I knew Charlotte Corday would kill him 
and X kept wishing she would. 

He: Oh,.but what Peter Brook did around it! 

She: It’s not enough, Alfred. 

He: It was Just enough. 

She: It wasn't a bit. I didn't like it 

In other words, they're married. She’s the assertive one, he's 
the moderate one— in front of company, anyway. I ask them if they 
used to criticize each other's work. Yes, constantly. 

FOntanne: “We were two actors being perfectly honest with each 
other. To an outsider it might have sounded cruel. We didn’t sound 
cruel to each other. It's just that we didn't have to bother with the 
now-darUng-of-course-you’re-the-mosb-marvelous-actor-in-t h e-world- 
but- there 's-just-one- little -thing beginning. We've always been jiretty 
straight with each other.” 

Genesee Depot is about an hour's drive west from Milwaukee, 
just beyond Waukesha. Lunt bought three acres here for $80 in 
ISIS, and they've been adding to it ever since. Now they've got 120 
acres. It's a real farm, but “Country Place" suits it better — no 
chickens in the driveway. There are the main house, guest house 
and a kind of lodge called the studio.
